Resident Evil 3's got two difficulty 
settings: easy and hard. Choose the first 
and there's loads of ammo and guns to 
play around with. But take our advice, 
grab the Nemesis by the balls and go 
straight for the hard mode.

But this is no Essential 101 contender 
when half the tracks are giant, simple 
circles around which you cruise using 
your brakes wisely and trying to get your 
turning circle right. If, for reasons we're 
not interested in, you're a big fan of real 
world NASCAR racing, then you might try 
renting this. But a final warning. Like

T he NBA Live series never really 
disappoints.

T his is a poor man's Point Blank. 
The concept's exactly the same. 
It's essentially a shooting gallery 
on your PlayStation, where you and a 
mate tool up with lightguns in a 
rapid-fire test of skill and nerves. You 
can play on either easy, medium or 
hard difficulty, cranking up the 
challenge and also increasing the 
number of games you compete in as it 
gets more difficult. 

The games you play are picked 
randomly, but vary from all-out bullet 
frenzies where ammo is unlimited and 
cannon fodder is plentiful, to real tests of 
skill where you've got a single shot to hit 
a target in the distance. 

Things is, it's not much fun. Point Blank 
was fast and frantic, and was great for 
one or two players. Most of the games 
here are frustrating not challenging, and 


some of them are downright annoying, so 
you'll tire of this very quickly indeed. If 
you've got a lightgun, get 
Point Blank - it's loads better 
and is only £20 which makes 
it a bargain.

In one-player puzzle mode, this is a 
brain-fry. In two-player arcade mode, 
clearing bubbles means you drop 
random bubbles onto the other bloke's 
screen, so it's hectic stuff. You really have 
to be able to think on the trot if you want 
to win out. 

It's a bit too much of a drain on the 
overheated skulls of most of us and it 
doesn't have the high-adrenalin impact of 
arcade puzzlers like Bust-a-Move 2. But it's 
still a blast. There's loads of modes, too. 
You can keep it simple if 
that's what you fancy, or go 
all out for migraine-inducing 
puzzle action. It's up to you.

> GRAN TURISMO 2 


We've played a dose-to-completed version of GranTurismo 2, due 
for UK release on February 4. And it's looking better than we dared 
to dream. There's about a thousand different cars to pilot, ranging 
from titchy Honda Civics to snorting supercars like ListerStorms (no, 
we've never heard of it either). There are hundreds of different races and 
28 tracks. And the rally tracks, with surfaces that range from wet mud to 
gravel, make it feel like you're getting two games here. 

Fans of the original will be comfortable with the basics. Arcade mode is 
straight-up racing. Gran Turismo is a more realistic and difficult mode 
where you race to win the cash to buy cars. 

But here on in, GT2 gets smarter. Your rivals are devilishly intelligent. The 
original saw them boon around courses in straight lines, moreScalextric 
than supercars. Now they joust for position and bunch into packs. Tuning is 
more important. Even the wheels you select will affect how your car 
handles. Take damage during a race this time around and it'll wreck your 
car's handling. 

This game's four times the size of the first Gran Turismo. And the 
original took four months to complete.

About half of them are European, 
including motors from Lamborghini and Ferrari and some 
real obscure gems.

About 500 special 
edition cars are race spec versions of the basic models. And 
they should deliver some serious tarmac-churning figures 
out on the raceways.

Two new air combat blastfests go head-to-head to be Top of the Top Guns 


> ACE COMBAT 3 & EAGLE ONE: HARRIER ATTACK 


Ace Combat 3 is the sequel to the only air combat 
game in our Essential 101, and it's looking even 
better than Ace Combat 2. You get to pilot some of 
the world's maddest attack aircraft in huge 
supersonic dogfights over realistic landscapes. 

Ace Combat 3, released in January next year, 
boasts incredibly sharp graphics, fast movement 
and some awesome touches that'll make you feel 
you're right in the heart of Top Gun-style aerial 
hrefights. Fly straight into the sun and you'll get 
blinded. Miss an airstrip with your air-to-ground 
missiles, and five minutes later the whole sky will 
be full of attack aircraft. 

The intelligence of the enemy pilots makes it feel 
like you're hunting air aces rather than just going 
for a bit of high-speed target practice in the sky. 
They'll loop round you or cut their speed to tuck in 
behind you, or they'll drop out of the sun flying 


straight at you. You've got to be alert. 

But Ace Combat's facing stiff opposi¬ 
tion from Eagle One: Harrier Attack, 
also out in January. It's an aerial shoot 
'em up where you pilot jets in missions 
ranging from ground attacks to huge dogfights. 

Like Ace Combat 3, you can fly some of the 
world's premium attack aircraft, but you also get a 
chance to try out bombers and stealth planes. 

The ace up Eagle One's camouflaged sleeve is 
that it boasts a killer two-player split-screen 
Deathmatch mode, where you and a mate choose 
planes and duel to the death. Alternatively you can 
team up and work together to defeat terrorist scum 
coming at you from the ground and the air, but let's 
face it, blasting you mate out of the sky is more fun. 

Both these games are looking hot. The question 
is, which is the one to go for? Here's a few pointers.

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Ace Combat 3: Most 
of the action takes place 
at high speeds way up 
in the stratosphere. But 
don't get deceived. You'll 
have to watch for the 
ground rushing up at 
you if you're diving 
down to strafe some 
sucker.

The enemies 
aren't quite as cunning 
as the ones in Ace 
Combat, though. 


Air Combat: You start 
off in F-111 fighters, 
shooting the hell out of 
MiGs in fine old Top Gun 
style. There's a selection 
of high-end fighters to 
choose from, including 
most of the top real- 
world ones and a few 
super-fast fictional 
aircraft. All the planes 
here are built for speed, 
so the dogfights get 
more and more intense 
the further you get in. 


Eagle One: You start 
off in Harrier jump jets, 
which is well cool 
because they can hover 
in position to takeout 
ground units. Later, 
you'll use faster strike 
aircraft, bombers and 
stealth fighters. What's 
neat is you can use 
them all in two-player 
against your mate. 
Whenever you beat a 
level, you'll win a new 
plane to play with. 


Ace Combat 3: 

Locking on your laser- 
guided missiles is 
difficult. You lose the 
lock if you lose sight of 
your enemy. If you're 
close up, it's hard to stay 
locked long enough for 
the missile to hit. 
Machine guns are more 
straightforward, but 
you've got to stay right 
on their tail to get a kill. 


Eagle One: Depending 
on what plane you're 
flying, you'll have a 
different selection of 
weapons atyour 
disposal.
